from

by sheriffs officers, following the 
ieeuance of a warrant for Jack 
Lorenzson, 
tool 
pusher 
on

Lanning lease, who resides on Cen­ 
tral avenue, Newport Beach. 
The complaint charges Lorenzson 
with grand theft, citing that he 
Is accused of stealing 1,00ft barrels 
of oil from the Standard Oil com­ 
pany. valued at $5,000. 
The time 
of th© crime was set as on No­ 
vember 13, to November 17. 
Harry Carter, 
deputy 
sheriff, 
who 
has 
been 
working 
quietly 
on the case for the past several 
weeks, 
to-day declared 
that 
the 
arrest of Lorenz&on was merely a 
preliminary step in the cleanup 
of a ring 
which 
will 
involve a 
number of other persons, including 
two 
well 
known 
Los 
Angeles 
bankers. 
That the higher ups In the ring 
also would be exposed was prom­ 
ised by Carter, who during the 
past several weeks has lodged sev­ 
eral men in the county jail |jere 
for investigation, all 
of 
whom 
have been released now, after val­ 
uable information had been ob­ 
tained from 
them 
pertaining to 
the part th© "higher 
ups"

indicated that a large number of 
complaints would be filed the first 
of next week. He stated that two 
men who gave him information

responsible for the thefts.

22^-Rlans for the 
calling of the committee of ex­ 
perts to outline a final settle­ 
ment of German reparations, were 
announced officially here today. 
The announcement was contained 
in an official communique issued si­ 
multaneously 
In 
London, 
Paris, 
Rome, Tokio, Brussels and Berlin 
at noon. 
At the outset, the announcement 
urged the participation of United 
States representatives in the dis­ 
cussions of the committee. 
The communique said: 
"Having consulted all of the in­ 
terested 
governments, 
Premier 
Poincare and the German ambas­ 
sador to France, Dr. Leopold Von 
Hoesch, In examining the question 
of the convocation of a committee 
of reparations experts In accord­ 
ance with the Geneva decision of 
Sept. 16, 1928, have agreed on the 
following principles: 
* “First, that it is highly desirable 
to the general Interests that In ad­ 
dition to the experts of the six 
governments participating in the 
Geneva decision, representatives of 
the United States equally partici­ 
pate in the work of the experts 
committee: 
"Second, the committee, follow­ 
ing the example of the first ex­ 
perts committee of November, 1923, 
should be composed of independent 
experts, enjoying International rep­ 
utation and having the authority 
of their own countries, but not 
bound by the instructions of their 
governments.. There shall be two 
members for each country, but It 
is understood that thJV can add 
asslstanta 
“Third, 
the 
committee 
shall 
gather provisionally at Paris, at 
the soonest possible moment, re­ 
taining the right of definite de­ 
cision there of the scene of their 
activities afterward. 
“Fourth, the committee shall re­ 
ceive from the six governments 
elaborate propositions for a com­ 
plete and definite settlement of the 
reparations problem. These propo­ 
sitions must Include the regulation 
of obligations resulting from exist­ 
ing treaties in 
accord 
between 
Germany and the creditor powers. 
The committee will address their 
report to the governments partici­ 
pating in the Geneva decisions, as 
well as to the commission on rep­ 
arations. 
"Fifth, the experts will be nomi­ 
nated as follows: 
The experts of 
the creditor powers, participating 
in the Geneva decision, will be 
designated 
by 
the 
government* 
named, others, either their govern­ 
ments or by the reparations com- 
mlMion. 
The German delegates will be 
named by the German government. 
The six 
interested

have taken dispositions to deter­ 
mine the moot proper method of 
insuring the participation of the 
American experts.”

Hal Nichols, on* 
of the 
owner* 
and operators of KFON, telling of 
the complaints and asking for hi* 
aide of th» argument, Niched* ex 
plained that the fans in Santa Ana 
•houid not compare the broadness 
pf KFON with that of Lo* Angeles 
•ta ti one. Inasmuch as KFON is lo* 
rated that much closer to Santa 
Aaa that It should be considered 
almost a local station. 
Station Doesnt Vary 
And even under those conditions, 
Nichols declared fans here Who are 
using modern receivers should have 
na trouble tuning out KFON as 
the station is not varying a t all 
from Its assigned wave. Just last 
week, he revealed, government in­ 
spectors gave the Long Beach sta­ 
tion an official okch and commend­ 
ed the operators for sticking so 
close to their channel. 
KFON, Nichols said, is equip­ 
ped with the most modern of con­ 
trol devices and the management 
has been careful from the begin­ 
ning that its programs should not 
overlap 
those of 
other 
stations 
staying within their wave chan- 


Most of those who have complain­ 
ed have cited the fact that they 
ore unable to tune in on the pro­ 
grams broadcast from KOEF, the 
Lies Angeles station of the Rev. 
"Fighting Bob” Shuler, and it must 
be admitted that the Rev. Mr. Shu­ 
ler did not receive the best channel 
In the world into which to broad­ 
cast his programs when reallocation 
completed.

THE HAPPY CHRISTMAS SEASON 


With all of our readers we share and hold a 
mighty brief for Christmas. 
Christmas is the seasoning of life; it imparts 
a wholesome flavor to more or less wearisome ex­ 
istence, and is something wholesomely relished by 


all classes of people. 
Christmas, in fact, reduced the classes into the 


masses. 
It is the great leveler toward human sympathy, 
human interest and devotion. 
It it a leveler unlike calamity or devastation, in 
that it brings men, women and children together 
in a spirit of charitable action and High idealism, 
without any element of loss in its connection. 
In its deeper meaning Christmas is not a “day,” 
nor is the Christmas season a mere period of time. 
It is an experience, an ideal, a fresh breath of Di­ 
vinity blown across the sands of time and recurring 
each year to lend buoyancy and hope to mortal 
thought and aspiration. 
One can and should enjoy the experiences that 
Christmas makes possible all through the year. 
Christmas is an institution of general observance 
which is centered around December 25— a mere dot 
on the calendar of time, but a bright spot in the 


schedule of life. 
It has a deep and grand religious background 
for more than a half billion people throughout the 
world. 
Even die non-Christians among us acknowledge 
reverently the day, and enter joyously and sym­ 
pathetically into the festivities of the holiday season. 
A whole month, December, takes on the atmos­ 
phere of the Yuletide.

To do without Christmas would be to do without 
one of die greatest rewards of human effort; and 
to fail in some manner to participate in the activities 
of the Christmas season is to sustain a great loss 
in human experience. 
That the business of those most fortunate is to 
make possible the sharing of all in the good things 
both materially and spiritually is the big and won­ 
derful meaning of Christmas, for that was the mis­ 
sion of Him whose birthday we celebrate.

We have seen them lying on the floor of a great 
electrical factory outride Berlin, at the feet or 
their blind masters whom they conduct safely to 
and from their labors in the factory. 
It was an 
impressive sight. 
The blind workmen with deft 
fingers; their faces reflecting happiness and content­ 
ment because they were busy and earning. 
The 
wonderful dogs sense the responsibility that is theirs 
and conduct themselves sedately and with all the 
consciousness of a human being. 
They are sen­ 
sitive to noises and alert to dangers of every kind. 
No chasing of automobiles for them, no running 
after cats or birds, there is a dependent human be­ 
ing at the other end of their lead). 
Blind war casualties in Germany work and save 
for one of these wonderful dogs with an eagerness 
not matched by any small boy who ever wanted 
a dog. 
It means a livelihood and self-respect for 
them. 
There has been a school of Instruction for the 
blind followers of the dogs at Laussaune. 
Now 
the plan is spreading to the United States and 
Italy.

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IMPORTANT PHASES OF EDUCATION 


NEW HEAD OF THE FEDERAL COUN­ 
CIL OF CHURCHES 


The Quadrennial Council of the Federation of 
Churches in the United States at Rochester selected 
Bishop Francis J. McConnell to succeed Dr. S. 
Parkes Cadman as chairman of the Federal Council 
for the coming four years. 
So far as Protestantism 
can have a spokesman, the chairman of the Fed­ 
eral Council is that man. 
And to have a man like 
Bishop McConnell at the head of the Council is 
both a compliment to the Council as well as to 
the Bishop. 
Bishop McConnell is the most prophetic spirit 
in the American Church today. 
He has spoken 
fearlessly and wisely on the questions of the day 
In doing so he has made enemies who have done 
much to misrepresent him and to destroy his in 
fluence. 
But the noble character of the man, to­ 
gether with his broadmindedness, has overpowered 
all his enemies. 
It speaks well for the representa­ 
tives of the churches who met in Rochester that they 
recognized the sterling character of Bishop McCon­ 
nell, who by the sheer energy of an unimpeach­ 
able integrity, as well as by the acumen of a rich 
and keen mind, has risen to a place of leadership 
in his own communion, and now in the whole 
Protestant communion. 
We predict that as chair­ 
man of the Federal Council for the next four years, 
we shall hear many prophetic utterances from his 
lips. 
There will be no platitudes, no pious trivial­ 
ities. 
We congratulate Bishop McConnell on the 
honor bestowed on him. 
We congratulate the Fed­ 
eral Council in selecting him to be its leader and 
spokesman.

MOTOR ACCIDENTS IN ENGLAND 


The students of a certain school in Santa Ana 
have been encouraged to make their own musical 
instruments. 
Reeds, sardine cans, cocoanut shells, 
cigar boxes and other common articles have been 
employed in the “manufacture" of the instruments. 
On occasions, little “bands" have been formed, 
creditable for the ingenuity of the children and far­ 
sightedness of the teachers. 
Such innovations in school life add to the school** 
interest. 
But there is a greater reason than that of 
amusement, which might be worth while in itself. 
Hie talent and art employed by the children are 
definite phases of education. 
This does not mean 
that the makers of these “play" things will turn 
out bald-headed cornet players or long-haired violin­ 
ists. 
It means that in this mechanical age, even of 
music, self-expression for the masses in cultural 
processes ami attainments will not be wholly a lost 
art. 
Most of all, the originality displayed by the stu­ 
dents in the making of the instruments adds still 
further proof to the soundness of the theory of learn­ 
ing by doing, as against the older method of merely 
being told about doing. 


For Better Government 
Riverside Dally Prats 


A million road casualties in England in the last 
ten years and the statistics bearing out the state­ 
ment that more people have been killed there per 
(OOO motor cars than in the United States are 
causing the House of Lords to seriously consider 
a bill authorizing local officials to build ditches 
across main roads to check the speed of automo­ 
biles. 
Day and night warning signals of the de­ 
pressions would be erected if the bill finally goes 
into effect. 
Ten people, said Lord Cecil of Chelwood, sponsor 
of the bill, are killed every day on the English 
roads. 
It seems appalling that automobile casualties 
anywhere could be any worse than they are in the 
United States. 
Matters in England are complicated 
by the amount of foot traffic on die country roads 
in England. Everywhere, throughout the little island 
the people walk to and fro between the villages 
which are dose together, and from their homes to 
the vflUfet. 
In our own country, traffic is com­ 
pered ^ to regulate Itself somewhat. 
In the cities 
diem is'to much of it that all must go slow, this 
if especially noticeable in the larger cities where 
traffic must often creep along, and out rn the coun­ 
try highways there are almost no pedestrians to be 
endangered fay speed. 
Bot aa England, what with the curves in die 
rood, the livestock turned loose to graze ahum die 
highways and the people walking to and fro, every 
mile presents dangers to life. 


Tale university has received a gift of $350,000 to 
establishes foundation for the study of government. 
The university, according to 
President 
James 
Rowland Angell, will begin at once to study "those 
phases of American government which are of chief 
practical Importance to the citizen;” and a vast 
mass of facts will be gathered to aid in the study. 
Now a study of government is a valuable thing 
to undertake, and Yale undoubtedly will do a work 
of great service. 
Yet government, especially in the 
United States, is an individual matter. In the last 
analysis, it depends for its successful functioning 
on what goes on in the brain and breast of John 
Doe and his 120,000,000 brothers and sisters. 
The machinery of government—the constitution, 
organization and eo on—may be good or bad, and 
a searching study of it, such as 
Yale 
plans 
to 
make, will be a good thing. But the great point is 
this: this machinery, no matter how faulty, will 
work pretty well lf the Individual voters of the 
country are alert, thoughtful 
and 
conscientious 
about their duties to their country. If they are not, 
no amount of revising and repairing will do very 
much good. 
For, after all, we in this country can accom­ 
plish anything we choose by our votes. 
No one 
can take the right to vote away from us; no one 
can prevent us from casting our votes for the men 
or the measures we approve. No matter how poorly 
our government may work—no matter how many 
injustices and mistakes and thieveries it may be 
responsible for—we can always remedy matters lf 
we will. 
The city of Philadelphia, to take an example that 
has been in the papers a good deal lately, has been 
suffering from extremely bad government. 
And 
the chief responsibility lies right on the shoulders 
of the average, law-abiding, well-meaning citizen 
who has tailed to vote In recent years—or who, vot­ 
ing. has failed 
to Inform himself properly or 
reason clearly. 
The governmental machinery we have, city, state 
and national, will work very well if we take the 
proper Interest in it. 
If we don’t, it will work 
poorly-—and so will any 
other 
form 
we 
might 
devise.

The sw eet potato fertiliser plots 
on the A. M. Stoll ranch, south of 
Norwalk, which were Inspected re ­ 
cently by several Orange county 
growers, have been harvested and 
the yields obtained. 
T hat close planting in the rows 
avoided the production of large 
sixes, known aa jumbos, was ob­ 
served in the field. 
The result of 
the fertilised treatm ents, however, 
were not visible to the eye. 
A fter the plots were weighed. 
it w as found th at ammonium sui* 
plate a t the rate of SOO pounds par 
acre gave an average production 
of 19,229 pounds. 
The two check 
plots averaged 12,978 pounds, thus 
showing an increase of 8,25$ pounds 
per acre. 
Ammonium sulphate In combina­ 
tion w ith tankage gave sim ilar in­ 
creases over the check plots, as did 
two complete commercial fertilizer 
mixtures. 
The potatoes from the 
fertilized plots were uniformly of 
good quality and medium size. 
The results were obtained in co­ 
operation with the extension se rr­ 
ies in Los Angeles county, and 
th# conclusion of the farm advis­ 
or's office Is th at the use of con­ 
centrated inorganic fertilizers, such 
as ammonium sulphate, nitrate 'of 
soda and nitrate of lime si a safe 
and economic practice, particularly 
on soil which is occasionally cover- 
cropped, as on the Stoll ranch.

“ T E deodars which line the avenue came 
I 
from India. 
Forty-three years ago these 
mighty trees lay slumbering in tiny seeds, 
carelessly and lavishly shed upon the slopes 
of the Himalayan Mountains, half way around 
the world. 
The late John Woodbury, a pioneer resident, 
impressed by the grandeur of die trees during 
travels in India, filled his pockets with seeds and. 
when he had returned to his ranch near Pasa­ 
dena, then a tiny village, had his foreman, T . 
L. Hoag, plant them. 
The seeds were sown 
carefully in beds and kept covered with glass. 
They remained in these beds for two or three 
years, or until they were about two feet tall. 
Mr. Hoag transplanted them in 1895, setting 
them out along the narrow driveway which led 
to the Wodbury residence. 
Thus came into be­ 
ing the Santa Rosa Avenue of today— one street 
in the United States that will never be shorn of 
its woodland glory to be widened for the con­ 
venience of motorists.

ber species of

*fcQ O D T R E E " is the name which an unknown 
pilgrim of the East gave to the deodar hun­ 
dreds of years ago, and Californians appreciate this 
name, for, in the spirit of many of the ancients, they 
have taken a tree for a religious symbol. 
Not only 
at Christmas time, but throughout the year, they 
worship its beauty and, worshiping this, worship their 
God, the Creator of all things. 
The street of the deodars is tenderly cared for. 
During California's long dry season, when the grace­ 
ful boughs droop wearily and become thickly coated 
with dust, the trees are given a shower-bath at regu­ 
lar intervals to freshen and beautify them. 
The municipal fire department performs this duty. 
The regular fire-fighting paraphernalia is used but, 
in order not to injure the delicate tips of the boughs, 
the spray is turned upward so that the water falls gently, like 
rain. 
Thus, in California, the Himalayan cedar continues to enjoy 
the prestige it has held for thousands of years in its native land, 
where poets and philosophers have immortalized it and found 
in it their inspiration. Perhaps it is more beloved, for it figures 
in an intimate religious ceremony, a role in which it is sup-

of the events of importance that happened in 1928

Rickard and his corporation lost more than $250,000 in pro­ 
moting the fight and the result of the flop was so effective upon 
the business in general that Rickard's firm will be more than 
$5 00,000 behind its 1927 business.

H E handwriting on the wall became apparent when the 
lightweight championship fight between Sammy Mandell, 
the defending champion, and Jimmy McLarnin— a natural 
match if there ever was one— failed to meet expenses. Rickard 
was warned by the experts that Tunney and Heeney would

Tunney announced shortly after the fight that he had retired

Dempsey, refusing all temptations from Rickard, announced 
definitely that he W M through with the business and that he w m 
going to take no risks upon going blind or finishing his days 
walking on his heels. H e went into a show with his wife, Estelle 
Taylor, but the show closed after a short run in New York and

E N E W A L of the controversy between Bill Tilden and the 
officials of the United States Lawn Tennis Association 
was one of the few out-of-the-ordinary events ii) tennis. 
Tilden was appointed captain of the American Davis Cup team 
and almost immediately ne was in a controversy with rivals oi 
long standing in the association. 
Tilden insisted that the American team be entered in the 
European zone eliminations so that the players could become ac 
customed to foreign climate and strange playing conditions. He 
was voted down and the Americans played successfully through 
the American zone eliminations and went to Europe. 
The members of the American team entered the British na­ 
tional championship tournament at Wimbledon and from there 
Tilden wrote several articles of comment for a syndicate. 
This 
was in violation of the American amateur rule which prohibit' 
a player from writing about a tournament in which he is a coni 
E 
ditor. Charges were preferred against Tilden in this country 
ut it was not until the eve of the challenge rum.à ut i ani in... 
Tilden was notified that he had been suspended. 
T he announcement caused a furore in Paris and after Am­ 
bassador Herrick had protested, Tilden was allowed to play. 
But when he returned to the United States he was tried on the 
charges and suspended indefinitely. 
T he victory of the French team over the United States in 
defense of the Davis Cup ran true to form and so did the sweep 
that Helen W ills made through all the important international 
tournaments of the year. 
Henri Cochet, the stocky young Frenchman, was the out­ 
standing individual star of the season. 
He was defeated by 
Rene Lacoste at Wimbledon but Cochet defeated him in the 
French national championships and won the American cham' 
pionship at Forest Hills when Frank Hunter pulled a surprise 
by getting into the final round. Cochet also distinguished himself 
M a hero in the Davis Cup challenge round but Lacoste lost 
one of his singles matches.

In the later rounds, when he had a chance to play in com­ 
parative peace, Farrell got his game going and came through 
with such good scores that he was able to get a tie when Jones 
blew up and had one bad round. 
W alter Hagen started the season disastrously and ended it 
with little flourish. 
He engaged in a $5000 match against 
Archie Compston soon after he debarked from the boat in 
England and was gi cn the worst beating of his career. 
Hagen was not dismayed, however. W ith all his character­ 
istic fight and his well-known determination to do when the 
doing is the hardest he went into the British open championship 
and won it. 
Returning to the United States Hagen played only ordinary 
tournament golf. He didn't figure in the open and he lost the 
professional championship to Leo Diegel, who also woo the 
Canadian opcnr championship again. 
Miss Glenna Collett stamped herself as the Bob Jones of 
woman's golf when she won the national championship tor the 
third time. 
In an illustrious comeback Miss Collett annihilated 
Virginia Van W ie in the final round of the tournament by a 
score of I 3 and 12. 
Miss Collett won her first title in 1922. 
Three years later 
she won again and this year she tied with Miss Beatrice Hoyt, 
Miss Margaret Curtis, Mrs. Dorothy Campbell H urd and Mrs.

W O terrific pennant races were staged in the major leagues.

round fine play of Babe Ruth was perhaps the outstanding ten­ 
ture of the season. 
Rogers Hornsby won the National League batting champion 
ship and Heinie Manuah led the American League batters rn 
the unofficial averages. Crowder of the Browns lei the Amer­ 
ican League pitchers and Larry Benton of the Giants ted the 
National League pitchers. 
Indianapolis won the American Association pennant and de­ 
feated Rochester, the International League champions, m the 
“ little world series.” 
San Francisco won the Pacific C ast 
League pennant. 
Birmingham won the Southern Associai a 
championship and lost to Houston, the Texas League pennant 
winners, in their little world series. 
Some changes in management were put into effect after the 
close of the season when the Washington club announced that 
Bucky Harris had been relieved of the management of the Sena­ 
tors. 
It was announced later that the release of W alter johnson 
had been secured from the Newark International League club 
and that the celebrated pitcher would return to Washington as 
manager of the club.

"The Messiah,” the oratorio tar 
which Handel Is still most famous, 
which even after nearly two cen­ 
turies have passed, remains such 
aa outstanding achievement that 
leading church choral organisa­ 
tions everywhere feature Its pro­ 
duction each 
Christmas 
season, 
was first performed for benefit of 
charity In Dublin, Ireland, April

sensation at the time. 
This en­ 
tire work was completed la 22 
days, an unheard-of feat. Handel 
was at this time 86 years old. 
Handel, who has been called 
the "Goliath of Music” is often 
compared to Milton, In that his 
greatest works were produced dur­ 
ing his later years. 
During the 
It years following production of 
"The Messiah,” additional master­ 
pieces included "Samson,” Joseph." 
Belshassar,” "Judas Maccabaeus,” 
"Joshua," "Solomon,” and "Theo­ 
dora." "Judas" was probably most 
popular at that period. 
Stark tragedy now befell Handell, 
for

1752, 
while 
composing 
Jepthah,” his final work, the hor­ 
ror of blindness which had threat­ 
ened him tar some time, cut short 
all future work, though he con­ 
tinued to direct performances of 
his work. 
On April 14, 178t, the 
aged compoeer passed away, his 
genius honored with interment in 
In Poets' Corner of Westminster 
Abbey. 
Handel's glory as one of the 
great classic masters rests chief­ 
ly upon his oratorios, still retain­ 
ing supreme place among sacred 
works, and characterised chiefly 
by his wide range of 
thought, 
imaginative poser, and feeling for 
picturesque detail.

In whatever country Christmas 
,1s kept at all it is kept with 
^singing, but the way in which 
its developed is most Interesting 
and our present rendering Is much 
more sedate than 
in 
preceding 
centuries, as th# following words 
portray: 
"Then earns tho Merry Masquers 
In 
And Carols roared ta blithesome 
din, 
If unmelodious was th* song 
It was a hearty note and strong 
Who lists, may in their mumming 
sea 
Traces of ancient mystery. 
Tbs Carols were originally ac­ 
companied by danes and we find 
ta the earliest ages of mankind 
both song and dance were em­ 
ployed as acts of divine worship, 
^whether of tho true God or of 
^heathen Dieties, and Instances of 
Its use can ' be found in Holy 
Writ. 
"Let us praise Hts Name 
ta the dance.” 
This Choral dancing was kept 
vp ta Christian times and some 
tasf Its rhythmic movements we 
still see In the chorus of the 
Ober Ammer gnu. Carols have sur­ 
vived In the 
English 
speaking 
world, but dancing with them has 
almost entirely disappeared, ex­ 
cept ta the cage of some of the 
Mummers who can still be seen 
ta England. 
"The Gloria In Exoelsls” was the 
first Christmas Carol and many 
others have been established upon 
the Angel’s words, yet there are 
no Carols from the early Chris­ 
tian church that have come down 
to us; the reason probably was 
vthat Christmas was kept quiet bo­ 
ff* use of persecution; which made 
early Christians refrain from any 
outward expressions of Joy, but 
when they could meet fearlessly. 
Christmas was a time of Joyful 
festivity. 
After many centuries, 
tor the purpose of making the 
Ignorant understand, a stage rep­ 
resentation of tho Nativity took 
place, the Birth of Christ was at 
night re-acted. 
The hymns and 
carols being sung by the Friars 


of old.

t h i i Side Idolatry by C. E. Bech- 
hofer Roberts, published by Bobbs- 
Merrill A Co. 
Probably the most popular writer 
of the lith century wae Charles 
Dickens, the author of David Cop­ 
perfield, the Old Curiosity Shop, the 
Christmas Carol. He was the most 
widely read novelist of the century. 
Considered, because of his novels 
about the poor and lowly folk of 
London, aa the champion of the un­ 
fortunate, he wae the greatest lov­ 
ed author of his day, honored and 
acclaimed on two continents. 
This new novel, based on the life 
of Dickens, reveals him possessing 
a vastly different character from 
the one his writings would Indicate. 
Incorporated in the novel Is much 
unused and unrecognized material 
about his life, 
His treatment of 
his wife. his 
publishers, and the poor with whom 
he came in contact, leads one nat­ 
urally to suspect that Dickens may 
have been hypocritical. After Mrs. 
Dickens had gives* birth to ten 
children she and Dickens were sep- 
srated. That fact Is well known. The 
reason for the separation, according 
to Forster, the biographer of Dick­ 
ens, was that Mrs. Dickens became 
insane. Such was not the case, the 
reader gathers 
from 
this 
novel. 
Dickens, always extravagant, urged 
petty economies on his wife; his 
attention to other women hurt her; 
and his irresponsibility worried her 
constantly. His 
relationship with 
her as described by this author are 
actually not unlike those deecribed 
by a young girl, in a famous, dis­ 
gusting, and scandalous divorce suit 
recently. 
With his publishers, after he be­ 
came popular, Dickens was unscru­ 
pulous and broke oral and written 
contracts with seemingly no thought 
of ethics. 
He who had visited his own fath­ 
er in prison and had written so 
feelingly about the horrors of Eng­ 
lish Jails, once sent a young girl to 
prison for using coarse language. 
Many characters In his books are 
taken from his own circle of rela­ 
tives and friends, who were often 
hurt and angered by his exaggera­ 
tion of their characteristics. 
In “This Side Idolatry" Dickens Is 
revealed as egocentric, hypocritical, 
cruel, unbalanced, snobbish. Small 
wonder that the book has stirred up 
great controversy. The book must 
ba amusing and gratifying to sensi­ 
tive Americans who are familiar 
with Dickens arrogant, unkind and 
even sneering attitude toward Am­ 
erica's institutions and people on 
his first visit here. 
Not unnatur­ 
ally the book has stirred up tremen­ 
dous feeling in England. 
Protests were mads to the author 
by Sir Henry Dickens, G. K. Ches­ 
terton and others against the novel 
to which Mr. Roberts replied: 
'I regret but am not surprised that 
Sir Henry Dickens has abandoned 
his announced intention of ‘answer­ 
ing’ my novel ‘This Side Idolatry.’ I 
have already rebutted every spe­ 
cific charge of Inaccuracy brought 
against me—in each case by quot­ 
ing Charles Dickens’ own word* 
and I shall continue to do so. 
So 
long as the Dickens family refuse 
permission for the publication of Im­ 
portant materials about his life. no 
authentic biology can be written 
except in the form chosen by my­ 
self of the historical novel. When 
these materials are at last publish­ 
ed, as some day they must be. my 
interpretation of Charles Dickens’ 
real life 
and 
character 
will be 
shown to be correct. 
Meanwhile I 
would ask those who accuse me of 
an error of taste in writing a novel 
about people who are 
dead and 
events which happened more than 
seventy years ago to compare this 
legitimate use 
of 
the 
historical 
novel with the manner in which 
Charles Dickens himself caricatured 
Leigh Hunt as Horace Skimpole: 
bis father as Mr. Micawber; his 
mother as Mrs. 
NIckleby: 
Maria 
Beadnell as 
Flora 
Pinching and 
others during his lifetime." 
The book is attractive rending not 
only because it Is the center of so 
much feeling and the product of 
intensive research and communica­ 
tions 
with 
surviving 
friends of 
Charles Dickens and of new materi­ 
al but also because in itself it is 
fascinating reading, positively com­ 
manding attention from the first 
page to the last. 


White Peaks and Green by Ethel 
Romig Fuller, published by Willett, 
Clark and Colby. 
This is a slim little volume cf 
verse through which one catches 
the tang of freshness of the west­ 
ern air, the inspiration of the mar­ 
velous western mountains, and the 
satisfaction of finding many a fine 
and fleeting thought fixed and ex­ 
pressed in poetry. 
There are ninety-one of the poems 
mostly prayers of thankfulness for 
nature’s beauty and grandeur. It is 
an ideal little bedside book to dip 
in before closing the eyes to await 
sleep, as the first line of one sug- 
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cre-ts: "And I ©hall have this moun­ 
tain as memory. Always.” 
The poems are not exaggerated 
fancies, nor are they weighted with 
involved and wearying thought ex­ 
pressions coached in words of many 
syllables. 
One exquisite poem carries th*- 
title: "Who Knows a Mountain?’’ 
A Tother 
beautiful 
conception is: 
"Motoring At Night.” 
“The ebon-winged hills 
Were no sooner defined 
As shapes on the sky 
Than we left them behind. 


But the rollicking moon 
With his mangy mfst-hound 
Crashed through the forest 
Bound after hound. 


To the side of the car, 
Nor could we outride 
His curious stare, 
His seven-league stride.” 
Interspersed 
among the lovely 
verses on the mountains end nature 
are other thoughtful little poems 
among which is the following: 
"Often I forget to look 
In shop windows as I pass, 
I am so intent upon 
A reflection in the glass. 


Strange indeed it should appear 
Dowdy, squat and small, 
When at heart it Is so slim and 
elegantly tall.”

Wintsr Words by Thomas Hardy. 
The second number of tha Book 
League 
Monthly, 
the 
December 
number, arrived this week. It con­ 
tains in complete form Thomas 
Hardy's posthumous book of col­ 
lected poems "Winter Words.” 
Only Thomas Hardy’s death serv­ 
ed to call the attention of many of 
his great admirers to the fact that 
he was a poet as well as a novelist. 
His first period of poetry-writing, 
w'hlch preceded his fiction writing 
revealed thought 
expressions and 
opinions too far ahead of his period. 
People were not thinking the way 
he did at the time he first began to 
write and his ideas sounded strange 
and even dangerous. 
There are more than a hundred 
pages of Hardy poetry in this new 
volume; a few selected from old 
notes but most of them written re­ 
cently 
for the 
birthday 
edition 
which he did not live to see in print. 
The second selection is Interesting. 
It bears the title, “He Never Ex­ 
pected Much.” 
The first and last verses are: 
‘‘Well, World, you have kept faith 
with me, 
Kept faith with me; 
Upon the whole you have proved 
to be 
Much as you said you were. 
Since as a child I used to lie 
Upon the leaze and watch the sky, 
Never, I own, expected I 
That life would all be a fair. 


"I do not promise overmuch, 
Child, overmuch: 
Just neutral-tinted haps and such,” 
You said to minds like mine. 
Wise warning for your credit’s sake! 
Which I for one failed not to take, 
And hence could stem such strain 
and ache 
As each year might assign. 
Thomas Hardy is the only writer 
to have prepared a work for publi­ 
cation at the age of eighty-seven. 
A short verse on "Christmas; 1924” 
serves as an example of the fresh­ 
ness of his work at that age: 
"Peace upon earth ” was said. We 
sing it, 
And pay a million priests to bring 
It. 
After two thousand years of mass 
We’ve got as far as poison-gas. 
Four woodcuts 
illustrating 
the 
Wessex country of Thomas Hardy. 
by Richard Bennet, the young Irish 
artist, form an interesting comple­ 
ment to Winter Words. In addition 
there is an introductory note pre­ 
pared by Hardy, an article by Pad- 
raic Colum on the Poetry of Thom­ 
as Hardy; a group of autobiograph­ 
ical fragments (an autobiographic­ 
al material on Hardy is extremely 
rare) and the usual departments of 
the Book League Monthly—the re­ 
view of new books and the review 
of reviews which comprises terse 
and striking selections from the re­ 
viewers on various new 
publica­ 
tions. 
With two such splendid outputs 
as Zola and Winter Words, the 
Book League Monthly must be quite 
well established, though only two 


months old. One may get in touch 
with the Book League of America 
md learn the details of their plan 
by sending Inquiries to 80 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. 
Ulrich B. Phillips, professor of 
American history at the University 
of Michigan, has been awarded the 
prize of $2500, In addition to b*x*k 
royalties for the best unpublished 
work on American history, offered 
by Little, Brown A Company.

The Drag*** 
and tbs 
Forsign 
Devils by Johan Gunner Anderson, 
published by Little Brown A Co. 
Dr. Johan Gunner Anderson, a 
distinguished 
Swedish 
scientist, 
was in the employ of the Chinese 
government organising geological 
research, 1914-1925. 
His book is 
founded 
on an intimate affection 
for the 
country and its problems, 
a wide knowledge of its history. 
and a keen appreciation of the ills 
and benefits of foreign penetration. 
“The 
Dragon and the 
Foreign 
Devils” covers a wide scope in the 
•varied observations of Dr. Ander­ 
son. A scientist who has devoted 
himself to the study of nature, 
collecting specimens, and noting 
their variations is unusually well 
trained to make and report ob­ 
servations of foreign people and a 
foreign land. 
But Dr. Anderson, 
although well equipped to gather 
the material for a book which will 
make China interesting even to 
people 
who 
have 
already 
read 
many Chinese books, has a gift of 
literary expression such that there 
is no resemblance to scientific re­ 
ports. 
Dr. Anderson had his own 
experiences 
and 
he 
tells 
about 
them. 
Chinese servants he found 
faithful and hardworking. He tells 
many things which others have not 
had the time or interest to tell in 
a book for general consumption. 
One of the most interesting sec­ 
tions is of the agriculture prac­ 
tices of the people, the methods 
adopted to conserve the soil from 
which they glean three and more 
crops a year. 
In a chapter on the 
missionaries Dr. Andersson pays 
fine tribute to their activity and 
seif-sacriflca 
and 
general 
good 
conduct. 
In addition to the fascinatingly 
told personal experiences and ob­ 
servations of laboring conditions, 
family life, food, etc., there is a 
large section devoted to a resume 
of Chinese history, which because 
of its complications it is well to 
review whenever a fresh oppor­ 
tunity such as this is offered. 
One of the interesting stories 
told with a point is In connection 
with the foreign attitude toward 
the Chinese. 
One day he decided 
to go to Shanghai. 
He told his 
assistants that they could have a 
few days rest. 
"We have all collected a good 
deal for the Swedish Museum,” 
one of them said after consulting 
the others, “but up to now I have 
never seen a museum and I know 
there is one in Shanghai.” 
They 
wanted to go along. 
In Shanghai Dr. Andersson pre­ 
sented himself to the director of 
the unimposing museum. 
He was 
welcome to the museum but when 
it came to his Chinese compan­ 
ions they could only be admitted 
on Saturday afternoon. 
But they 
had to be starting back to their 
station on Wednesday. 
“I explained to Doctor Stanley 
that my men were obliged to re­ 
turn to Nanking on Wednesday, 
that therefore it was necessary for 
me to take my boys with me to 
the museum on Monday or Tues­ 
day. I gave a full account of their 
remarkable 
ability as 
collectors.
